the horrible and moſt hurtful hereſies, hatched by the deuel,

rinthians, Arrians, Macedonians,Pelagians, Eutychians, Eus 
nomians,Neſtorians and ſuch other. And in theſe our latter 
dates, the old feſtred ſores newly broken out,as the Anabap- 
tiſtes,the freewillers, or rather frowardewillers, the wſticias 
ries. &c,and others that be new,as Adiaphoriſtes , Olerianis 
ſtes, Maroraailtes, Papiſts, with infinit other ſwarms of gods 
enefnies, by whom our aduerſari Satan ſeketh to diſturb the 
true vaitic of Chriſtes church,to choke the good corn of late 
ſown in gods ficld,and to dim that excellent highte,whiche 
according to his ſecreate counſe!l and decree, he determined 
ſhuld ſhine to the vnſpeakeable cdfort of his clef,in theſe 
our dais.

Although this error may appeare,not to touch ſo neare the 
ſoule and ſaluacion of man,as ſome of the fornamed do:yet 
conſidering that the quiet of common weales is the nurſe of 
rel:gion and bulwark of good and faithful men:and that the 
apoltle pronounceth againſt the rebellious vtter damnacis: 
V Ve can not think it to be a trifle to diſturbe the common 
ordres of pollicies,to ſundre the mindes of ſubietes, by new 
inuented contrauerſies,and briefly to make men to mule,of 
that they neuer before miſtruſted. Vyhertor chaunſing vps 
on a boke,about a yere palt,intitled the fir{t blaſt, coteining 
new broched doctrine to diſproue the regiment of women: 
After I had red it, I wiſhed that ſome notable learned wan, 
wold haue anſycred it,that,hke as thoſe which be ſtonge of.

{treth. And for as much as | hoped of this at ſom mens hids 
and hard of one,which 1s now gon to God,that he had take 
it __ him:I ment not my (clf tor a time to.medle with it, 
leaſt that a good'cauſe by il handling,{ huld in the iudgmet 
of ſom ſeme the worſe.But whan the length of time taught 
me that he that met,it-was take fr6 it,ad ſuch as could. haue 
throughly don it,made no haſt to it:I thoughte it better ras 
ther by my {clendre handling of it to Chew mi good wil,thi 
by the common lilence to ſeme to winke at it. And ſo much 
the rather I toke it in hand: becauſe if no mi ſhuld doit:all 
our {1de ſhuld ſeme to bear with it, which I knowe to be ſo 
far of:that none thatI know(I ſpeake of the learned)be furs 
ther gilty in this poynt, than that by ther declaration they 
haue not ſhewed the ſelues giltles.I know the credit,the old 
prouerb hath,qui tacet coſttire videtur,he that winketh at a 
watter,ſemeth to think the ſame, And therfore as it was nes 
ceflary that ſom 1n the beha!f of al;{ huld vtter the minds of 
the reſt,ſo ment I,though more boldly the wiſely, yet not fo 
raſhly as neceſlarily,nor as I truſt more rudely the profitas 
bly;to let the world vnder{tid that this infeQis is not blown 
in by the blaſt to al mens brealts, yea I dare be bold to ſaye 
that al the belt learned be of the ſame iudgemet herein that
